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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments simply put the particle sizes of claim 2 into independent claim 1 ; the particle sizes 
are treated in the Final Rejection, hence their incorporation would require a new rejection due to the change of scope of claim 1 . 
Applicants reasoning regarding the particle sizes of Bull being outside the range of Applicants' is based upon a diagram which is not to 
scale, and their arguments are inconsistent with the teaching of the reference that particles range from 0.5-5 mm, overlapping Applicants 
range.The Examiner also points out Allen's sizes on col. 5, top are less than about 0.6 mm (1/4") but unable to pass through a 30-40 mesh 
screen which would be about 0.6 mm based upon the "World Sieve Chart", contrary to Applicants assertions on page 5. Applicants 
arguments are not convincing; the rejections are maintained. 
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
